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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant first argues that that terminal 1 0 does not store data and receive a 
time prompt. Terminal output unit 1 0 and terminal 9 of Toguri are merely different elements of the overall terminal; output unit 1 0 is the 
display, while terminal 9 is the controller. Thus the functions of terminal 9, including synchronization module 44, meet the time prompt 
limitation either explicitly or by inherency as described in the previous Office action. Note terminal 10 is not relied upon to meet the remote 
device limitation, which is met by the TCD of Chen. Toguri describes a "batch" delivery of metadata, teaching or at least suggesting storing 
metadata ahead of presentation time. This function could be applied by one of ordinary skill in a system having synchronized remote 
displays as in Chen. Therefore, Examiner maintains that the references are properly combined and meet all recited limitations. The 
Response to Arguments section in the previous action provides further detail and a summary of the rejection. 
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
